Mifcellaneous thoughts on the poems of Meflers, 
Dwight and Barlow, of one who has a talte for 
poetry, and has read the produciious of thoie gen- 
tlemen with foime attention and was highly enter- 
tained, 
HEY both appear excellent in their kind; and 

the authors difcover no inconfiderable fhare’ 
of poetical gentus. Mr Barlow appears to bea na- 
tural poet, aad towrite with eafe and elegance; his 
ftile is pure and perfpicuous ; his numbers fmooth 
and harmonious, equal if not beyond any thing I 
ever read. His images are bright, ftriking and of- 
ten fublime; his paintings is vivid and glowing; 
and the whole poem is fall of fire and animation. 
His ideas and reprefentation, as far as I can judge, 
are juft and natural. I muft, however, add, too 

xtenfive and general, to admit his entering fo sai- 

nutely into thole particular and diftinguifhing lines 
and features of objeéts and characters, which to me 
render a poem peculiarly intereiiing and agreeable ; 
and it-is to be noticed that the fubject is chiefly de- 
fcriptive; does not admit of fo many moral fenti- 
ments, and affecting applications to the heart and 
feelings of his readers, as are found in poems.of a 
different kind. Paftoral and defcriptive poetry is 
beft adapted to the genius of young writers: As 
their knowledge, experience, and other talents in- 
creafe and ripen, they will, as Pope fays he did, 
fink more from found to ienfe, from fancy to the 
heart. I donot fay however, that the deficiencies 
in Mr Barlow’s poem, if deficiencies there are any, 
are to be imputed to the want of poetical powers, 
but to the nature of his fubject: in the management 
of which he has difcovered fuch a fund of tafte, in- 
vention and poetical enthufiafm, as give us the high- 
eft reafon to expect, he may, if he continues to cul- 
tivate and improve his poetic talents, be able to 
produce fomething equal if not fuperior to any thing 
written in the Englith language. 

Though I have fuch a high opinion of Mr Bar- 
low’s poem, I confefs I was not lefs highly pleated 
with Mr Dwight’s. The ftyle of the Conqueft of 
Canaan, is not perhaps perfectly pure, in ail its 
parts, or ftriétly Englith. He ufes words fometimes 
in a fenfe fomewhat fingular, and has I believe coin- 
ed fome new ones, which to do, requires an eita- 
blifhed reputation and authority in learning aud 
language. His verfes are in fome places a little 
ftiff and unharmonious, they grate a little upon the 
ear, which, however, is not a fault in fo longa 
poem, efpeciaily cenfidering it is written in rhyme 
verte, 





An uninterrupted fow of frtoothne’s and hormony 
m fo long a work would ve tireiome and iurteitng ; 
fome little harfhneis prepares the mind for the recep- 
tion of fueceeding harmony; as difcords in mufic, 
render the following concords more {weet and de- 
lightful. 

Ths poem is not perfeétly free from the appear- 
ance of arts and labor. It feems to be the product 
of a great genius not perfectly poetical by nature ; 
it poliefles however, a 1 pong fhare of eafe, 
unlabored elegance and nature. Notwithftanding 
the few faults {| have hiated at, yet 1 mult conleis | 


was never more pleafed with reading any poem than ‘ 


this under confideration. I do not pretend’to fay, 
that it is equal to Homer and Milton, but it contains 
fomany more moral fentiments than the Iliad, in- 
terfper(ed with animated defcriptions which come 
home tothe heart; { amas well pleafed with it. In 
many parts of it the flyle is as elegant, the numbers 
are harmonious, and the painting as lively and glow 
ing, asin any poem! everfaw. ‘The characters are 
important and various, and to fer asf can judge, 
well fupported, and in fome of them dignity and a~ 
miablenefs are happily mingled. he fofter traits 
and elegant features of female characters are well 
delineated, particularly in’ Selima. 

There is inthe work a great variety Of matter, a 
good diverfity of intereiting @€tions and incidents. 
But what gives it its highest excelience 1n my view, 
is that the deity, the Saviour, and the réfigion of 
the {criptures are exhibited with wonderful grandeur, 
dignity and beauty, in a light clear, fublime, ami- 
able; and the whole work abounds with important 
and pleafing mora! fentiments and affecNons of the 
heart, expreffed with great beauty and elegance. 

Imight fay more in praife of a poem, which | 
think has not been applauded equal to its merit. 
Were my feelings to determine on the comparative 
merit of the poems, 4 fhould give the prejerence to 
the Conqueft of Canaan. But this decifion or opi- 
nion, I do not confider, as any determination upon 
the refpeciive genius or virtues of the authors ; but 
upon perceptions very different in their mature, and 
capable of ditierent beauties and excellencits, ‘heir 
pews are both excellent in their kind, @nd have 
> 


een executed with a mafterly hand. But Mr Dwight _ 


had, at leaitin my opinion, the advantage in point 
of fubje&t ; and ix called into exertion all the pow- 
ers of his fowl; an@I fincerely wiih that both their 
works may meet with deferved aoplaufe, which | 
believe has not been given to Mr Dwight’s, how- 
everit may tothe other. I cannot conciude without 
adding a remark upon another late prodaétion which 
America boafts; Mr Trumbull’s M’Fingal, Iisa 
mafter piece of its kind ; and not inferior in genuine 
wit and poetical merit, to Butler’s Hero. 


I think there ought not, and cannot be any rival-, 


fhip between the three American poets; becaule 
they all have their peculiar excellencies, fuch as do 
not eclipfe the excellencies of the other.

China, earthen and ftone ware, looking glaffes 
were added to the liftof enumevated articles ender a 
duty of feven and an half per cent znd falt petre was 
exempted from duty. 

Mr Parker moved toinfert in the bi!l!, a claufe, 
laying a tax of ten dollars on every flave imported 
into the United States. 

On this motion fome debate enfued, ‘The gen- 
tlemen from South-Carolina and Georgia oppofed it, 
on the ground of its being partial—They contended 
that it would fall heavily and oppreflively on thofe 
flates, particularity on Georgia, and would be too 
odious to be endurede~It would operate as a direét 
tax, which was impolitic at this time—Others, who 
were in favor of the tax contended, that there was an 
rem obs! in introducing fuch a claufe in this bill 
becaufe it 1s foreign to the true nature of the bill. Ir 
was mixing human beings with goods, wares and 
merchandize in animproper manner—They thought 
it would be a proper fubject for a diftinét bill. 

The motion was fupported on general principles— 
It was faid, that it was the prevailing expectation 
that fome meafure fhould be eniered ipto by the ge- 
neral government againit the flave trade—That the 
conftitution itfelf was calcalated upon this ide:— 
and that unlefs fach a meafure was taken, it would be 
fuppofed, that inftead of difeouraging, it was meant 
tacitly to countenance this difgracaful traffic-——-On 
the ground of policy, as well as humanity, it was 
contended, that the duty ought to be impoied, and 
that it would tend to the real advantage of thofe very 
fates, who mot firongly oppoied it. Their nation- 
al policy was deeply concerned in the abolition of 
flavery—The practice was pernicious in a political 
and moral view, and tended exceedingly to dimiwuh 
their legiflative frength and importance. | 

Mr Parker at length however withdrew his mo- 
tion, in order to introduce a feparate bill for the pur- 
pole of laying this tax. 

A petition from Joho Fitch, relative to his team 
boats, was prefented, and referred to the committee 
appointed to bring ina general pill to fecure to au- 
thors, &c. the exclufive rightof publilhing and vend-; 
ing their inventions, ec.

VIENNA, (Germany) Fed. 22. 

We have accounts froin Greek merchants, that the 
Rafliatis have penetrated from Mohilow as far as Ga- 
latz, and have taken that town by affault, in which, 
it being a very rich commercial place, they mut 
have found a good deal of plunder. ‘The country 
2s, by this acquifition, iaid open to the Ruilians as 
far as'to the gates of Buchareit, which is only forty 
miles from Conitastinople. 

At this later place we uaderftand that there has 
been an iafurre€tion, which lafled three days. The 
populous, enraged at the ill fuccefs of their arms, 
wifhed to make a facrifice of the Captain Pacha aud 
the Grand Vizir.

«« An attempt has been made here to burn the 
Ruffian fleet by an incendiary, one Capt. O’Brien, 
frompftend, whole fhip lying amongft them, faft in 
thedice, it had been planned to fet on fire,—that a 
general conflagration’ might enfue.—Providentially 
it has been difcovered in time: for, if it had fucceed- 
ed, half the town would have been blown up by the 
large quantity gunpowder on board the Ruflian men 
of war. He had been bribed by a Swedith emiffary, 
and was to have received a reward of 40001. fterling. 
O’Brienis arrefted, and isto take his trial; but the 
villain who planned this horrid plot has unfortunate- 
ly efcaped.”’ 

Letcers from Stockholm mention, that the King 
has brought about a fecond revolution ; and notwith- 
flanding his declarations to the contrary, he has 
made himfelf really abfolate. The cleargy,barghers, 
gad boors, were gained over by the ufual means.— 
About thirty of the chief nobility, who were in op- 
potition to the King’s mealures, are arrefted, and 

ut in confinement; among thefe are the count Bra- 
"4 firft noble of Sweden; count de Ferfen, a mott 
refpectable and patriotic nobleman ; and many others 
of great honor and property. In confequence of this 
fiep, many other of the chief nobles and officers in 
the army have refigned their pofts ———The King 
has ordered a large body of the Delicarlians to come 
armed to Stockholm, and hopes to carry all his points 
by their means. ‘The two courts of Peterfburg and 
Copenhagen cannot be indifferent fpeétators of thefe 
events; and all parties wait moit anxioully to fee 
what active saatelatania the King of Pruffia may 
take in thefe matters.. The King of Sweden feems 
bent on prosecuting the war with Ruffia ;—and Den- 
mark is very bufy in preparations to make good their 
ftipulated affilance tothe court of Peterfburgh. 

The Marquis de B ’s affair.—He had left three 
bills in his pocket: his Valetonly found two, which 
he brovpht tohis mafter. ‘* Give me the other,” 
faid the Marquis.

W. Captain Ledger 
fell in with a veffel difmafted, which thewed figuals 
of diftrefs, the wind blowing hard at N. W. he could 
not flay by her, having loft his main-topfail-yard. 
—On the 7th of March, in lat. 47, 20, about nine 
o’clock at night, faw a fhip on fire, and foon after 
faw two boats containing 19 perions, including one 
lady and two gentlemen, whom he took on board. 
She was the Hercules, from London, with a quanti- 
ty of gua-powder on board, commanded by Captain / 
Charles Wyatt, from Hallifax, who left the Downs 
the 26th of February. I[t is unknown by what acci- 
dent fhe took fire. The reft of the cargo was very. 
valuable. Every exertion was ufed by the crew pre- 
vious to their leaving her, for to preferve her, but 
all their endeavours proved abortive. The paflzn- 
gers, &c. faved nothing but what they had upon 
their backs. When Captain Ledger lait faw the 
Hercules the was in flames, and it was expected the 
would foon blow up.—On the firftof April, Captain 
Wyatt and paflengers went on board the Minerva, 
Captain Wilfon, a Penfacola for London, then 
in lat. 49. long. 52. The crew of the Hercules was 
put on board of different fhips at fea.
